The 
Government had withdrawn its protection 
trom the people. Brownlow had organ- 
ized a troop of roving militia, composed 
chiefly of negroes, and officered by convicts 
whom he had pardoned out of the State 
prison for the purpose. Women and chil- 
dren were being murdered every day and 
night in cold blood. No home was secure. 
No lite was safe. The courts were closed 
against the people. The few laws that 
were allowed to remain on the staute books 
were denied them. The middle portion ot 
the State was in complete anarchy, and self- 
protection was the only security within 
reach of citizens. The Kuklox Kian 
was a purely defensive organization. 
It puwmbered the oldest, best and 
most peaceable men. Its spirit was judi- 
cia), its acts were orderly and its purpose 
was selt-preservation. Through its brief 
but benign influeuce order was restored, 
legal redress was granted, the official rob- 
bers and assasains dispersed, and society 
settied into its normal state. Then the 
Kuklux Klan vanished as mysteriously 
and noiselessly as it had appeared, and we 
pray God it may never again become in- 
dispensable to the peace of any neighbor- 
hood im any part of the Union. 

The late disturbances have been of an 
Other kind. As many rebels as Union 
men, as many Democrats as Radicals 
have suffered. The Tribune and Times 
might as well christen the professional 
thieves and murderers of New York City 
with the name of Kuklux as call the 
rogues that infest certain isolated regions 
of the South by that misnomer. Ther 
aims and ours, however, are different.
